3. VENEZUELA. ALL CENTRAL MEDIA REPORT THE ARRIVAL 
OF VENEZUELAN FOREIGN MINISTER ESCOVAR SALOM ON 
DEC 16. THE SOVIET GREETERS WERE LED BY FOREIGN 
MINISTER GROMYKO AND FIRST DEPUTY FOREIGN MINISTER 
KUZNETSOV. PRAVDA REPORTS THAT THE TWO MINISTERS 
HELD TALKS ON DEC 17 IN A "BUSINESSLIKE AND FRIENDLY 
ATMOSPHERE." AT THE LUNCH HOSTED BY GROMYKO HE 
PRAISED VENEZUELA'S EFFORTS TO CONTROL ITS OWN 
NATURAL RESOURCES, SAID THAT THE TWO SIDES' POSITIONS 
WERE "IDENTICAL OR CLOSE" ON MANY INTERNATIONAL 
QUESTIONS, AND EXPRESSED SYMPATHY FOR THE "FREEDOM 
LOVING PEOPLE OF CHILE." SALOM'S REPLY STRESSED 
VENEZUELA'S DESIRE FOR GOOD RELATIONS WITH ALL 
COUNTIRES AND THE GROWING IMPORTANCE OF LATIN AMERICAN 
IN WORLD AFFAIRS. 
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4. ANGOLA. IZVESTIYA'S KONDRASHOV, IN HIS ARTICLE 
ON CIA ACTIVITIES. CONCENTRATES ON "ANOTHER SECRET 
OPERATION BY THE CIA" IN ANGOLA. ACCORDING TO 
KONDRASHOV, EVEN AT PRESENT PEAK OF VARIOUS INVESTI- 
GATIONS OF THE CIA'S ACTIVITIES ANOTHER OPERATION IN 
ANGOLA IS BEING GINNED UP. KONDRASHOV CALLS ANTI- 
SOVIET REMARKS BY THE STATE DEPARTMENT AND AMBASSADOR 
MOYNIHAN (ZA DIPLOMAT-DEMAGOGUE") NOTHING BUT A 
"SMOKESCREEN" FOR THE GROWING U.S. INVOLVEMENT IN 
ANGOLA. KONDRASHOV ALSO REPLAYS STORIES THAT THERE 
ARE FIVE U.S. PLANES FLYING " RECONN AISANCE" MISSIONS 
OVER ANGOLA, AND THAT THE CIA (THROUGH CORE) IS 
RECRUITING BLACK AMERICAN VETERANS FOR SERVICE AS 
"MERCENARIES ". PRAVDA (DEC 18) CORRESPONDENT 
O. IGNATYEV RECOUNTS A RECENT TRIP HE TOOK THROUGH 
THE HINTERLAND EAST OF LUANDA. CENTRA I. EVENT IS THE 
DISCOVERY OF A NUMBER OF BODIES LEFT IN THE WAKE OF A 
"BAND OF INTERVENTIONISTS." FOLLOWING HIS DESCRIPTION 
OF THE ALLEGED ATROCITY, IGNATYEV REPEATS THE CHARGE

5. SPAIN. PRAVDA REPORTS (FROM TASS IN PARIS) ON 
THE SPANISH GOVERNMENT'S NEW REFORM PROGRAM BUT SAYS 
THAT IT MAKES NO PROVISION FOR AN AMNESTY NOR FOR THE 
LEGALIZATION OF POLITICAL PARTIES, INCLUDING THE

OF BOTH SOVIET INSPIRATION (LENIN) AND SOVIET AID. 

THE LAOTIAN PARTY, SAYS KAYSONE, STRUGGLED SUCCESS- 
FULLY AGANIST FRENCH AND AMERICAN "IMPERIALISTS," 

BUT MUST STILL STRENGTHEN ITS AUTHORITY AND THWART 
EFFORTS TO UNDERMINE IT BY "AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS," 

"THAI AUTHORITIES," AND "LAOTIAN REACTIONARIES." 

PRAVDA (DEC 17) ALSO CARRIES A PUFF PIECE TRACING 
LAOS' EVOLUTION TOWARD A PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC, 

REPEATEDLY PRAISING CONSISTENT SOVIET AID AND 
SUPPORT. COMMENT. THESE ITEMS TAKE UP CONSIDERABLE 
SPACE IN THE PAPERS AND THEREBY SIGNIFY FULL 
ENDORSEMENT FOR THE NEW LAOTIAN LEADERSHIP. KAYSON'S 
PROFUSE THANKS AND HIS RATHER DIRECT APPEAL FOR MORE 
AID PROBABLY SHOW THAT MOSCOW IS WEIGHING THE MATTER 
FAVORABLY. END COMMENT. 

7. CUBA. THE OPENING OF THE FIRST CONGRESS OF THE 
COMMUNIST PARTY OF CUBA IS THE BIGGEST EVENT IN 
TODAY'S PRESS. CASTRO SPEECK ALSO RECEIVED EXTEN- 
SIVE COVERAGE ON NATIONAL TV. PRAVDA AND 
IZVESTIYA (DEC 17) CARRIED THE CONGRATULATORY TELE- 
GRAM FOR THE CPSU CENTRAL COMMITTEE WHICH WISHED 
THE CUBAN PARTY AND PEOPLE SUCCESS IN THEIR "NEW 
VICTORY." 

8. AUSTRALIA. PRAVDA'S SYDNEY CORRESPONDENT 
VLADIMIR BOL'SHAKOV COMMENTS ON THE AUSTRALIAN 
ELECTION RESULTS, GIVING THE TALLY IN BOTH HOUSES 
TO DATE. HE INDICATES THAT THE MAIN ISSUE WAS THE 
ECONOMY, EVEN THOUGH THE WHITLAM GOVERNMENT HAD MADE

RECTIFICATION OF (WORK) STYLE," WHICH LED TO THE 
REPRESSION OF "COMMUNIST-INTERNATIONALISTS". HE 
ALSO HELPED TO REPRESS "HEALTHY FORCES" IN THE PRC 
AND WAS AN ADVISOR TO THE CULTURAL/REVOLUTION GROUP, 
SAYS IZVESTIYA.
